Who Can Vote . 


The Constitution of Pennsylvania 


fixes the qualifications of voters as 


I . 
Every 
male citizen 


follows : 


Section 


twenty-one years of agfi, possessing 
the following qualifications, shall be 
entitled to vote at all elections : — 


First. He shall have been a citizen 


of the United States at least one 
month. 


Second, He shall have resided in the 


state one year, or if, having previously 
been a qualified elector or native born 
citizen of the state, he shall have re- 
moved therefrom and returned then 
six months, immediately preceding 
the election. 


Third. He shall have resided in the 


election district where he shall offer 
to vote at least two months immedi- 
ately preceding the election. 


Fourth. If twenty-two years of age 


or upwards, he shall have paid within 
two years a state or county tax, which 
shall have been assessed at least two 
months and paid at least one month 
before the election.

business is getting on in any way it 
can. The White House has been turn. 
ed into a political headquarters, with 
the president filling the duties of lieu- 
tenant to Boss Hanna. Anything to 
keep the Republicans in power is the 
basis of all the White House consulta- 
tions and conferences. 
That even 


single votes are not being overlooked 
was shown by the official order sent 
from Washington for the immediate 
dismissal of a woman clerk in the 
Indianapolis postoffice, who got mar- 
ried the other day, and the appoint- 
ment of a voter in her place. Besides 
the political work that members of the 
administration are doing in Washing- 
ton, the following prominent officials, 
and this is only a partial list, are on 
the stump for McKinley, with their 
salaries being paid by the taxpayers 
while their official work is being 
neglected: Postmaster General Smith, 
Secretary Gage, Secretary Wilson, At- 
torney General Griggs, Solicitor Gen- 
eral Richards, Third Assistant Pest- 
master General Madden, Fourth Assist- 
ant Postmaster General Bristow, As- 
sistant Secretary Meiklejohn, Commis- 
sioner of Pensions Evans and Director 
of the Mint Roberts. In addition to 
these there is an army ot smaller of- 
ficials in the field speaking or pulling 
wires to influence voters, and the 
people are footing all the bills.

This same charitable combine 
sells its employees powder at a profit 
of over 300 per cent.; the necessaries of 
life from the company store at from 
30 to 100 per cent, more than they 
would pay at an outside store. The 
law calls for the semi-monthly pay 
of the miners. The Republican coal 
barons pay them monthly. The legal 
day's work consists of eight hours. 
The Republican coal trust compels its 
men to work ten hours. A ton of coal 
in the mining regions is legally reck- 
oned at 2,240 pounds. The Republic- 
an coal combine forces its employees 
to dig as much as 3,300 pounds for a 
ton. 
The miners live in trust houses 


coating about S250 each. For these 
they are required to pay a rent amount- 
ing to twenty-two per cent, of the 
•value of the property. 


With these fads staring him in the 


face, it is patent to all why Hanna 
wants the strike ended.

Workers' association in adjusting the 
differences which exist between them 
and their workmen. The operators of 
Pennsylvania now realize that true 
hearts beat beneath blouses as well as 
beneath broadcloth. 


The miners, with commendable loy- 


alty to their union, paid no attention 
'o the operators' offer until, upon a 
call for a convention issued by their 
leaders, they assembled at Scranton on 
Friday and discussed the matter, the 
outcome of the meeting being the 
adoption of the following resolutions : 


"We would recommend that this 


convention accept the ten per cent, 
advance, provided the operators will 
continue its payment until April 1, 


1901, and will abolish the sliding scale 
in the Lehigh and Sebuylkill regions, 
'he scale of wages in the two last- 
named districts to remain stationary 
at ten per cent, above the present basis 
price; and that the companies agree to 
adjust other grievances complained of 
with committees of their own em- 
ployees. 


"Should this proposition be unaccept- 


able to the operators, we recommend 
that the convention propose that all 
questions at issue be submitted to a 
fair and impartial board of arbitration. 


"We would farther recommend that 


under 
no 
circumstances whatever 


should there be a resumption of work 
at any of the collieries until the opera- 
tors signify their acceptance of this 
proposition and you are notified offi- 
cially that the strike is ended and all 
return to work in a body on the same 
day." 


The decision of the convention is a 


victory for President Mitchell, of the 
United Mine "Workers' Association of 
America. If the operators accept the 
counter-proposal of the miners' union 
it will be the first step in recognition 
and will be followed by a second step 
when the operators confer with a com- 
mittee of their own employees, which 
will also be a committee from the local 
union of that particular colliery.

Are Ke»ortlng To Despicable Method* In Or. 


der To Get Votes for the War Lord,—Re- 


publicans Concede ChlcuBo To Bry»n. 


Mr. MeKinley and his party mana- 


gers are desperate and every scheme 
that will get out votes is likely to be 
in full swing these last weeks of the 
campaign. Voters in states which the 
Republican managers consider doubt- 
ful, who are employed in the govern- 
ment departments in Washington.have 
all been given to understand very 
plainly that they must go home and 
vote or take the consequences. What 
states the Republican managers con- 
sider close or doubtful may be judged 
from the fact that this notice has been 
given voters from New York, New 
Jersey, Connecticut, West Virginia, 
Maryland, Kentucky, Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois and Michigan. 
That they 


have no expectation of carrying Kan- 
sas or Nebraska or any of the inter- 
mountain states of the far west may 
be judged from their having left the 
voters from those states free to use 
their own discretion about going home 
to vote. 


Mr. McKinley is counted upon by 


the party bosses to do something of- 
ficial to try to raise a hurrah between 
this and election. Just what this will 
be has not leaked out, although the 
expectation has. It will be well for 
the Democrats to be on the lookout 
for any sort of move on the part of the 
administration that may be- calculated 
to catch and enthuse those who do not 
look below the surface of things and 
to be prepared to counteract the effect 
of any such move. As a statesman, 
history may not give Mr. MeKinley a 
very high rank, but as a slick politi- 
cian, up to all the tricks of the trade 
and having the ability to originate 
some of his own, Mr. McKinley is a 
top liner and will bear close watching. 


Republicans are now privately ad- 


mitting that Bryan and Stevenson 
will carry Chicago, although they are 
publicly claiming that they will get a 
majority in the rest of the state to 
wipe out the Bryan majority they 
concede Chicago will give. To con- 
cede Chicago is to concede the state, 
as the returns in '93, when the state 
was carried by Cleveland, • and in '00, 
when it was carried by McKinley, 
show that as goes Chicago, so goes the 
state.

of the campaign, to try to head off the 
stampede toward Bryan in a number 
of states. 


Representative Livingston, of Geor- 


gia, who has been campaigning in 
New Jersey, where he is well known 
and popular, said of his observations in 
that state; "Nobody has ever accused 
me of being a rainbow chaser. Usu- 
ally I am charged by my friends with 
being too conservative in matters like 
this. After years of experience I think 
I am prepared to speak with some 
feeling of confidence regarding the 
drift of public sentiment. I have 
campaigned in New Jersey before 
this year, and I know something 
about that state. Heretofore, I have 
felt that we stood no show in New 
Jersey and in previous campaigns I 
have very frankly 
told the party 


managers that we were going to lose 
that state. Results then showed that 
my judgment was correct, and I con- 
fidently believe that the result next 
month will show that my judgment 
was right when I declare, as I do now, 
that Bryan will get the ten electoral

A young man's first presidential 


vote is an event of his life, not because 
it commits him forever to a certain 
party, for it certainly does not, but 
because it is a good test of courage, 
candor and deliberation. He perhapf 
puts into it more of these qualities 
than he will ever again feel called ,' 
upon to exercise in voting. The ma- 
jority of young men will doubtless 
vote at first as their fathers din; yet a 
considerable minority will vote by 
preference as their fathers did not, be- 
ing led to this less by a spirit of antag- 
onism than by a rather vague desire 
for a new departure in thefamily opin- 
ions. A still smaller number will be 
found voting in a really judicial spirit 
and with a thorough willingness to 
look at the truth. College-bred men 
ought, it would seem, to belong to this 
latter class, and I address them as 
such. 


There are, in any presidential elec- 


tion, two things to be 'considered on 
each side—the candidate and the plat 
form. 


First, as to the candidate. 
It is the 


opinion, I take it, of those who now 
support Mr. Bryan, that he is a person 
of much more innate force of charac- 
ter than the present incumbent, and 
that he has shown this force in mak- 
ing his party follow him, instead of 
being compelled, like Mr. McKinley, 
to eat his own words and to shift his 
position even where honor pledged 
him to a different course. One can 
hardly deny that Mr. Bryan has shown, 
since his first appearance before the 
public, a distinct maturing of charac- 
ter and a more and more statesmanlike 
tone; and this gives every reason to 
believe that this quality will go on 
maturing with increased power. There 
is reason, at least, to believe that he 
will be captain of his own ship, a 
thing which there is no reason to ex- 
pect of his opponent. 


Thus much for the personality of 


the candidates. In regard to the plat- 
forms of the two parties it is essential 
to remember that a political campaign 
rarely involves more than one main 
issue. There will, of course, always 
be subordinate ones, but since each 
man can vote but once, he must be 
guided in his vote by the thought of 
the main question. The best way to 
test what this main issue really is, is 
commonly to look at the speeches on 
both sides and see what subject is 
most talked about. In the present 
case we shall find that at least two- 
thirds of the time of orators, on both 
sides, is given to the subject called 
imperialism. In President MeKinley's 
letter of acceptance, nearly three- 
quarters of the space was devoted to 
it. Admitting, 
therefore, that the

coining election is to turn mainly on 
the question of imperialism, let us con- 
sider what this absorbing question is. 


Imperialism is the doctrine that this 
ation, abandoning the traditions of 
Ihe fathers, should acquire territory 
in distant parts cf the globe, with a 
view to making such regions subject 
and tributary, and not with a view to 
making them a self-governing and 
component part of the American union. 
This has nothing in common with the 
previous accessions of territory, which 
have always consisted in acts of expan- 
sion, not properly 
of imperialism 


Such, for instance, was the policy 
which took io, during 1803. tbe vast 
territory of Louisiana. 
In that case, 


the treaty of cession expressly pro- 
vided that "the inhabitants of the 
ceded territory should be incorporated 
in the union of the United States and 
admitted as soon BS possible, according 
to the principles of the Federal Consti- 
tution, to the enjoyment of all the 
rights, advantages and immunities of 
citizenship of Ihe United States. 


There is absolutely no parallel be- 


tween what Jefferson thus did with 
Louisiana and 
what is now being 


attempted in the Philippines: for these 
last are being conquered with no ref- 
erence to making them hereafter 
states of the Union, but only to hold- 
ing them 
permanently 
as 
subject 


colonies. No one expects, nor has it 
even been suggested, that the ten mill- 
ions of Filipinos shall ever be accepted 
as citizens of the United States. 


Furthermore, this is peculiarly objec- 


tionable in view of the fact that tbe 
people with whom we are now waging 
war belong to colored races. 
This 


brings up the whole question on which 
our great civil war largely turned, 
namely, whether civil rights in Ameri- 
ca were to be limited to one race only 
or to be extended to all. 
During that 


war tbe government entisted nearly 
300 000 (178,975) colored soldiers who 
fought for the Union upon the under- 
standing that such men were thence- 
forth to be recognized as equal citizens 
of the great republic. We go back on 
our record and set up a wholly differ- 
ent basis of government, when we pro- 
claim that the Philippine war is a 
white man's war; and assume that it 
is the mission of the white race to con- 
qu"r and govern the whole world. Yet 
this is the tone of almost every sol- 
dier's letter that comes back to us 
from the Philippines. 


The simple truth is that this nation, 


which has hitherto held the self-gov- 
ernment of a continent to be its ap- 
pointed work, is now being carried 
away by the example of European 
states for whom tbe only possible 
career is foreign conquest. Many who 


advocate imperialism are 
doubtless 


sine re in this, but with many others 
it is an ambition no higher than that 
of the young man whose highest pride 
is to have bis c"at cut by a London 
tailor. Especially is the example of 
England demoralizing and misleading, 
when we consider one simple fact, that 
when British subjects leave their own 
country it is not British colonies, but 
free America they seek, so that both 
Sir Charles Di!ke aid Sir Walter Be- 
sant have pointed out that there are 
three times as many British-born citi- 
zens now raiding in this country as 
in all the British colonies put together 


We are engaged in a stupendous 


social and political experiment, as yet 
only half tried. 
Our fathers solved 


the problem of republican government 
prnid poverty and self-sacrifice; but 
left us the more difficult task of main- 
taining it in the presence of vast 
and ever-increasing accumulations of 
wealth Every labor strike, every great 
collision between wealth and poverty, 
shows us how imperfectly we have yet 
solved our own problems, and how 
much yet remains to be done. How 
little strength lies in the mere name 
of a republic is obvious when we con- 
sider that the whole strength of the 
British monarchy has just been exerted 
to crush two young republics out of 
existence; and that the act awakened 
almost no protest from members of the 
ruling party in the United States. 


A vote for the Democratic candidate 


for the presidency is a vote to continue 
our vast experiment on the principles 
of the fathers; while a vote for the 
Republican party is a vote to trans- 
form America into another England, 
making war upon all the colored races 
of the world on the plea that this is 
the white man's mission. This is the 
divid'ng line in tbe coming election. 
All questions of currency and taxation 
are insignificant in comparison. Of 
all persons in the world students of 
hUtory should look below the surface 
of events

"Certainly the world becomes more 


and more our tributary; none of its 
secret recesses have remained inaccessi- 
ble—all are known, frequented, and 
all has become the scene or the ob- 
ject of traffic.

unknown island? Who trembles at a 
reef? Onr ships are sure to be met with 
everywhere—everywhere is a people, 
a state; everywhere is life. 
We crash 


the world beneath our weight—onerosi 
sumus mundo."

SLAVERY 111 THE SULU ISLANDS, 


A few days ago Assistant Secretary 


ol War Meiklejohn attempted to re- 
fute Mr. Bryan's assertion that we 
have the Sulu treaty, which recognizes 
slavery.
